Temple  Youth 
Speaks  Again 

THE  FUTURE 
by  Jerome  Horowitz 

First,  permit  me  to  reassure  you.  There 
will  be  a  future.  I  recall  that  just  before  the 
New  York  World’s  Fair  closed  I  visited 
the  French  Pavilion.  That  was  after  France 
had  fallen  and  I  felt  that  before  me  were  the 
material  manifestations  of  her  decadence.  I 
gazed  at  everything,  particularly  the  paint¬ 
ings,  because  I  felt  that  the  impressionable 
artist  would  more  accurately  reflect  the  na¬ 
tional  philosophy.  I  searched  for  a  single 
bold  stroke,  a  single  masculine  line.  There 
was  none.  It  seemed  as  though  the  world 
was  slipping  out  from  under  her  people. 

But  when  I  left,  the  evening  stars  were 
still  in  the  sky.  The  earth  was  still  going 
around  the  sun  and  spinning  on  its  axis.  I 
knew  that  there  would  be  a  future. 

And,  furthermore,  man  will  have  a  place 
in  this  future.  The  future  comprises  every¬ 
thing  that  hasn’t  happened  yet — a  million 
years  hence  or  the  next  second.  Unless  all 
mankind  is  instantaneously  wiped  off  the 
face  of  the  earth,  man  will  have  a  place  in 
the  future.  And  as  yet  an  engine  of  destruc¬ 
tion  sufficiently  effective  to  exterminate 
mankind  instantaneously  has  not  been  con¬ 
ceived. 

But  in  the  future  man  is  powerless.  He 
exists  in  the  present.  The  present  is  the  only 
place  in  the  sequence  of  time  where  anything 
can  be  accomplished  because  nothing  can  be 
done  by  a  person  when  he  isn’t  there.  No 
one  can  be  in  two  places  or  two  periods  of 
time  at  the  same  time. 

Man  is  a  creature  of  volition.  Subject  to 
his  opportunities  and  capacity  which  were 
formed  in  the  past,  his  acts  in  the  present 
are  the  effects  of  the  exercise  of  that  volition.

Since  the  future  has  not  yet  come  to  pass, 
man  by  his  acts  in  the  present  possesses  the 
power  to  modify  the  future.  Naturally  this 
applies  to  men  as  individuals  and  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  groups. 

But  beware  of  the  other  side  of  the  story. 
The  future  can  be  a  juggernaut  of  destruc¬ 
tion.  And  it  takes  that  form  when  man  trusts 
it  and  feels  secure  in  it.  Like  a  man  who 
feels  secure  in  his  automobile  and  permits  it 
to  guide  itself.  From  a  wonderful  contri¬ 
vance  that  he  can  turn  to  his  advantage,  it 
becomes  a  demon  that  takes  an  evil  delight 
in  thwarting  him. 

Then  we  have  our  conclusion :  To  get  the 
greatest  satisfaction  out  of  our  stay  here, 
we  must  do  two  things.  First,  never  feel 
utterly  secure  in  the  future,  since  that  is 
the  first  symptom  of  decadence.  Second,  al¬ 
ways  exercise  our  volition  to  mould  the  fu¬ 
ture  to  our  will. 

And  we  know  never  to  say  the  future  is 
so :  but  always  to  say  the  future  is  so  if  you 
will  it  to  be.

Second,  The  Diaries  of  Theodore  Herd,  a 
little  pocket  volume  containing  the  thoughts 
and  experiences  as  recorded  in  his  diaries 
by  Theodore  Herzl  during  those  critical 
years  when  he  arrived  at  the  Zionist  con¬ 
cept  and  built  the  Zionist  organization  (price 
$1.00). 

Third,  From  Many  Lands  by  Louis  Adamic. 
A  study  of  composite  America,  vividly  and 
sympathetically  done,  indicating  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  Jews  in  America  which  are  by  no 
means  unique  except  in  degree  (price  $3.50).
